gyrick, Thumbly offer it to your Ladyſhip, being encourag'd 
by ſeveral worthy Gentlemen, to think that it may in ſome 
meaſure contribute to his Honor for whom it was preach'd : 
Not 45 if I could gild the Beams of the Sun, or add any thing 
to his Luſtre and Brightneſs, but only diſperſe the Clouds that 
bang about him, and let the World ſee, that notwithſtanding 
the blackeſt aſperſions, He was a truly brave and glorious 
Perſon, one that ſerv'd his Generation, mn ſerving bis 
Church and his Country, T am ſufficiently ſenſible that heres 
by, by vindicating him, and at the ſame time vindicating the 
Church and Laws, Texpoſe my ſelf to the violence of an en« 
venom'd malitious Party, who abbor both our Church and 
Law, and can endure to bear well of no body, except one off 
their own Diſſenting Nation, much leſs of him who made 
his buſineſs to ſtop their Current of Schiſm and Fafion. But 
T thank God, Thave arm'd my ſelf againſt their keeneſt Aſs 
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Jaults, am reſolv'd to ſtand my ground, maintain my Poſt, 
and for:no Calumbiies defert the Cauſe 4þ2 Church of Eq- 
gland; a Cauſe Thave cog lov'd, rejycid and gloryid m, 
ever ſince I und:rſFood ik, aud ſhall never be afraid to own, 
and to the utmoſt of my Power aſſert againſt all Adverſa- 
ries whatever. And, Madam, the Objeftions againſt the 
Church of England are ſo little, vain and trifling, that 
even lam able to anſwer moſt of them, and upon that account, 
have heen «ſtoniſh'd to ſee 0 vaſt a Schilm built upon ſo ſmall 
and ſandy a Formndation : Though now I confeſs, being ſomes 
What better acquainted with the Wrld,] ſcarce wonder at any 
thing, 'but an honeft, true, upright Son of the Church, in the 
midjt of this lapſed and untoward Generation. - I know and 
am glad there are a great many that are ſuch, but yet they are 
few in compariſon of the oppoſite numbers,at leaſt the adverſe 
Party make a vreater noiſe, keep a greater coll, and render 
themſelves more notorious amongſt us. The time was, when 
the Church flouriſhed in Peace and Piety ; and the time was, 
that-a Petition went up from this County for the continuance 
of Epiſcopacy and Liturgy : But alas ! the late times ſhed 
fuck” Seeds of Schiſm and Rebellion, as have almoſt chdak'd 
all the Principles of Loyalty and Religion ; and I do not know 
any way, -upon the moſt deliberate conſaderation, more likely 
to retrieve them, than a due Execution of the Laws. Did men 
diſſent only out 'of a Principle of. Conſcience, and did they only 
diſſent, and their PraFices were not ſo dangerous and Tumul: 
+1043, 'were they modeſt and humble aud peaceable;;- did they 
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not reviletheir Governors def ame the Goverwnent ,and Vilifiex 
Nay dan all that any way oppoſe them; did they not herd then 
fubves: bits parts. ular - Aſſociations ," maintain. their clans 
d:ſtine” Iſſemblies and'Cabals , in defiance of the known 
Laws of the: Land, and to the terror of the eſtabl: ſht 
Government: No. body would* hinder them from enjoying 
t &;r own private perſwaſi 0:5 ; for we pretend not any force 
upon the nunds of men, but all we defare is ts hinder the Pra« 
flices of men of evil and miſtaken minds. The Laws indeed 
were made in Terrorem, as the Phraſe is, and the Magi- 
ſtrate dilnat primarily tefir 1 the Penalty but Obedience. But 
wemnft have a very mean opinion of the Wiſdom and Policy of 
our Law-g1vers, at leaſt they muſt have a very mean opinion 
of us, ſhould they tell the World,. that they fet.up their Laws 
021 'y for Mormo's or Scare-eruws to fright Fools and Children; 
no doubt tl.ey were deſign dnot only for Terror butExecution. 
And though it be the opunion of ſome, that to put the Laws in 
execution againſt Diſſenters at this junFure, will weaken the 
Proteſtant Inte) *t,T am ſofar from that opimion,that I think 
quite contrary, VIZ. that an Impartial; execution of the Laws, 
nſiead of weaknins, would:-prove the beſt, if. not only means 
of ſecuring the True Prot, ſtant Intereſt, and is more likely to 
keep Popery out of our Nation, than the ſharpeſt Bill of Exe 
clufion. 1.fay the truth in Chrift, I lent, 1 abbor Popery 
from the Very Lotto of my Soul ; 1 leok-wpon it as the greateſt 
Corruption of the Chriſtian Religion in the whole World, and 
rather than ſubſcribe to.it, 1 would,by the aſſiſtance of Godyyuns 


dergo a th -ouſand Deaths. But then on the other hand, Twould 
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hot fly from Satangto runto the Devil,that is, fall into a like, 
or as great an Evil + Though T hate Popery,yet I hate alſo, Enz 
 thuſiaſm; ard indeed the Religion'of maſt of our Diſſenter's is 
neither better nor worſe than a kind of \Enthufiaſtick Frenzy, 
their ſenſe of things is lament ably Fantaſtick, indiſtin&, and 
confus'd ; and I can make it appear, that they agree with the 
Romaniſts in more and more material things, than the Church 
of England dves, notwithſtanding its pretended mclinables 
neſs to Popery. 4nd there us one thing eſpecially, wherein they 
joyn Lips, and moſt [weetly kiſs one another, and that is their 
oppofition to the” Civil Magiſtracy : for Inever yet met with 
any, Who had entertained wrong Notions about Religion, who 
had very right ones about Government ; and I know not how 
it hapens, but ſoit is, that thoſe who are Enemies to our 
Church, are generally no great Friends to our State. 

| Madam, Your knowledge and underſtanding, known to all 
that know you, will ſufficiently vindicate me. from being 
thought impertinent or pedantick in writing after this man« 
ner to your Ladyſhip;beſides your own/Natural Improvements, 
30u had the happy advantage of Dear Sir Robert's Conver- 
ſation, by all which you may be well allow'd.a competent judge 
of theſe and greater matters.
